“Thou shalt not commit adultery.”—Exo. 20:14. 

I preach on this subject because it is in the Bible. Because 
of its importance, it is discussed many, many, times in the 
Word of God. Anything in the Bible is to be preached. The 


Scripture says, 
and is profitable.” 


My purpose is first of all to save;in these five short words, 


people. A lot of people really 
need instruction. You would be 
surprised to know how many peo- 
ple come to me in tears after I 
have preached on this subject and 
say, “Oh, if I had only heard that 
five years before!’ or “Oh, the 
misery, the trouble, the ruin it 
would have saved me if I had 
heard that ten years ago!” Many 
times people have come in tears 
to say, “Keep preaching on the 
scarlet sin, Brother Rice. It needs 
to be preached.” And so I do, 

I preach it also because if you 
are going to have a revival you 
must get God’s people to feel bur- 
dened about sin and you must get 
lost people convicted of their sin. 
We had just as well face this fact: 
we are not going to have a revival 
until we find out what is wrong 
and come to hate it and forsake 
it. No sinner is going to be con- 
verted who does not realize how 
wicked he is, who does not realize 
that he is lost and needs a Sav- 
iour. 

My dear friend, Dr. Joe Henry 
Hankins, said, “‘Brother John, we 
must get people lost before we 
can get them saved.” A person 
who does not realize he is lost is 
not going to want to be saved. So 
I preach on this subject and other 
subjects concerning sin in order 
that people will be convicted of 
their sin and see their need of a 
Saviour: I thank God that there 
have been hundreds of souls saved 
over all America as I preached on 
the scarlet sin. 


How Wicked and How Hate- 
ful to God Is the Sin of 


Adultery! 


Now the first part of the mes- 
sage tonight is to show how wick- 
ed is this scarlet sin, adultery, and 
how God hates it...I will give five 
proofs of how God hates the sin, 
how wicked it is, how horrible it 
is in God’s sight. 

1. “Thou Shalt not Commit 
Adultery,” one of the Ten Com- 
mandments. 

The first evidence of how God 
hates it is the fact that it is in the 
Ten Commandments. These Ten 
Commandments sum up all of hu- 
man duty; the first four relate to 
man’s duty to God; the last six 
relate to man’s duty to all man- 
kind. They sum up all the moral 
law and the ceremonial law; for in 
Colossians 2:14-17 we are plainly 
told that the rules about sabbath 
days are some of the ordinances 
that were nailed to the cross be- 
cause they were only a shadow or 
a picture or a ceremony pointing 
to the things to come. 

So all the Ten Commandments 
cover all human duty; and one of 
those ten is this one: ‘Thou shalt 
not commit adultery.” Six of them 
relate to all human duty to man- 
kind. One out of the six is, “Thou 
shalt not commit adultery.” Does 
it mean that one-sixth of all man’s 
duty to mankind is summed up 


“AL scripture is given by inspiration of God, 


**Thou 
shalt not commit adultery”? Evi- 
dently that is true. 

Notice that this command is 
right next to the commandment, 
“Thou shalt not kill.” Murder is 
a wicked sin. Adultery is the same 
kind of sin. They are side by side 
in the Bible. God hates both of 
them and denounces both of them 
in the same part of the Bible. 
Surely no preacher ought ever to 
be embarrassed to preach on any- 
thing that is important enough to 
be in the Ten Commandments. 
And I am going to preach on it. 

2. Death Penalty Commanded 
for Adultery. 


Next, I want you to notice the 
second evidence of how God hates 
the scarlet sin. He hates it to the 
extent that He pronounced the 
death penalty upon it. God de- 
mands the death penalty for mur- 
der. I know some people do not 
like it, but it is in the Bible. He 
also demands the death penalty 
for kidnapping and for a few 
other crimes. Likewise in Leviti- 
cus 20:10 are these words: “And 


the man that committeth adultery | 


with another man’s wife, even he 
that committeth adultery with his 
neighbour’s wife, the adulterer 
and the adulteress shall surely be 
put to death.” How wicked is this 
sin? It is so wicked that God said, 
“The adulterer and the adulteress 
shall surely be put to death.” And 
again in verse 13 we are told, “If 
a man also lie with mankind, as 
he lieth with a woman, both of 
them have committed an abomina- 


tion: they shall surely be put to 
death; their blood shall be upon 
them.” Verse 15 continues, “And 


if a man lie with a beast, he shall 
surely be put to death: and ye 
shall slay the beast.” The Scrip- 
ture says that the scarlet sin, the 
sex sin, sex perversion, is so hor- 
rible that the death penalty is the 
proper punishment for it.. Some 
people do not even think that the 


death penalty should be given for 


murder, but God says that it 
should. And right alongside mur- 
der is this sin that is as wicked in 
God’s sight and which gets the 
same penalty in God’s sight. His 
Word says, “The adulterer and the 
adulteress shall surely be put to 
death.” How terrible is this sin 
and how God hates it! 


3. Adultery, the Only Bible Rea- 
son for Divorce. 
The third evidence of how God 
hates this terrible sin is that it is

stored by confessing their sins and 
making things right with the Lord 
Jesus Christ who died on the cross 
to save them and the One whom 
they trust for salvation.

surprised to see two men in white 
standing near them. These men 
speak out to them and say, “Why 
stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
This same Jesus, which is taken‘up 
from you into heaven, shall so 
come in like manner as ye have 
seen Him go into heaven.” (Acts 
1:11). 

The Bible always proves itself. 
It tells us that a flood was coming, 
and the flood did come. It tells us 
that Jesus was coming into the 
world the first time, and He did 
come. It tells us that He is com- 
ing again the second time, and He 
will come. For thousands of years 
the prophets pointed toward one 
thing, the first coming of Christ. 
When He did come He was not 
recognized because they thought 
He was coming as a King. But in- 
stead, He came as the poorest of 
the poor. There are 318 references 
to the second coming of Christ in 
the New Testament. Just as He 
fulfilled prophecy in His first com- 
ing, so will He fulfill it again in 
His second coming. 


2. The Lord’s Supper points to 
His coming. Jesus instituted the 
Lord’s Supper which points two 
ways—it points backward to the 
cross and forward to His coming 
again. First Cor. 11:26 says, “For 
as often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come.” The 
Lord’s Supper points backward to 
His death and forward to His 
descent from Heaven. It points to 
the blood-stained cross and the 
gilded throne. When we partake 
of the Lord’s Supper we say to 
ourselves, “I believe that He has 
come, and I am looking forward 
to His coming again.” Perhaps 
some congregations will be par- 
taking of the Lord’s Supper when 
He comes. The shout, “Behold, the 
bridegroom cometh” will fill the 
air, It will not be necessary then 
to partake of the Lord’s Supper 
anymore for all the Christians in 
the world will be caught up to 
meet Him face to face. 

3. Jesus said He was coming 
back. Yonder in the upper room 
as He talked to the sorrowing dis- 
ciples, He told them that He was 
leaving them for awhile, but that 
He would be coming back. He 
said, “If I go...I will come again, 
and receive you unto myself; that 
where I am, there ye may be also.” 
Every word that Jesus said is true. 
He said that He would die and rise 
again on the third day, and so He 
did. He said that He was coming 
back some day, and so He will. 
The second coming of Christ is the 
greatest certainty of the future, 


II. The Manner of His 
Coming 

1. Let us Look at it Fro 
nee Standpoint. ee 
Conversion is not the - 
end coming of Christ. These are 
some who believe that when you 
are converted, this is the second 
coming of Christ. Well, Paul had 
Jesus in his fleart after conver- 
sion, and yet he looked for His 
coming. John had Jesus in his 
heart, and yet he said, “Even so 
come, Lord Jesus.” We are told 
that when Jesus comes there will 
be a shout—the voice of the arch- 
angel and the trump of God. At 
that time all living Christians will 
be caught up out of the world and 
all dead Christians shall rise up to 
meet Him. This does not happen 
at conversion, so we know that 
conversion is not the second - 
ing of Christ. a 
(2) The coming of the Holy 
Spirit is not the second coming. 
We are told about the coming of 
the Holy Spirit in the second 
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chapter of Acts. But after that 
time there are 150 references to 
the second coming of Christ. The 
Holy Spirit is here now, but Jesus 
is yet to come. 

(3) The spread of the gospel is 
not the second coming. For many 
years preachers have gone up and 
down the land preaching Christ. 
The old, old story has keen trans- 
lated into a thousand Tanguages. 
The message of Christ is known in 
every part of the globe. But this 
is not the second coming of Christ. 
(4) Progress in humanitarian 
enterprises is not the second com- 
ing. Some people point to the hos- 
pitals, to the orphanages, to the 
homes for the aged and they say, 
“That is what Christ meant when 
He said He was coming back.” 
No, these things are the outgrowth 
of Christianity; they are the fruits 
of faith. This is not the personal 
return of the Lord. 

(5) Death is not the second com- 
ing of Christ. When the Chris- 
tian dies he can truthfully say, 
“The Lord has come for me.” But 
death is not the second coming of 
Christ. Death is just opposite to 
the second coming of Christ. Death 
is our worst enemy. But His com- 
ing means the coming of our best 
Friend. After His coming there 
will be no more death for us, for 
death will be swallowed up in 
victory. 

My mother died when I was a 
little boy. She was a good Chris- 
tian and I know that the Lord 
came for her. But this did not lit- 
erally mean the second coming of 
Christ. There was no shout from 
Heaven when she died. The graves 
of the saved were not opened up 
when she died. None of the living 
Christians were caught up into 
Heaven when she died. Death is 
not the second coming of Christ. 


2. Now Let Us Look at it From 
the Positive Standpoint. 


(1) His coming will be personal. 
In Acts 1:11 we are told that “this 
same Jesus” will return. His going 
away was personal; His coming 
back will be personal. We read 
in our text that “the Lord Him- 
self’ shall return. It seems that 
the Holy Spirit put the word 
“himself” in thfS verse for empha- 
sis. Yes, one day He is coming. 
You may be at church, you may 
be at work, you may be asleep. 
God grant that you will be ready 
when He makes His personal ap- 
pearance. 
When a relative goes away you 
say to him, “Come again soon.” 
One day he comes back to your 
home. You don’t imagine that 
he is coming; you don’t just feel 
that maybe he will come; he does 
come in person and you rejoice to 
see him. Jesus said, “I am coming 
again.” Therefore when we look 
for Him we are looking for a per- 
sonal coming. 
(2) His coming will be sudden. 
“In such an hour as ye think not 
the Son of man cometh.” A Scotch 
preacher asked one day a group 
of people, “Do you think that Je- 
sus will come today?” They an- 
swered, “No, we think not.” The 
preacher replied, “In an hour that 
you think not the Son of man 
cometh.” 
When Noah was expecting the 
flood he went ahead building the 
ark and preaching to the people. 
Those who looked on were not 
looking for a flood. They went 
about their daily living in the 
usual way, eating and drinking, 
marrying and giving in marriage. 
Then suddenly one day the flood 
came just as God had promised it 
would, and those who had laughed 
at the idea perished beneath the 
waters. Today there are thousands 
of people who pay no attention to 
the matter of the second coming 
of Christ. There are many who 
even laugh at the idea. But some 
day He will come suddenly even 
as He has promised. Woe then un- 


to all those who have not Christ 


as their Saviour! 

(3) His coming will be twofold. 
I believe that if can get this 
idea in our minds will be more 
able to fully understand the Scrip- 
tures concerning His coming. He 
will come first in the air. At that 
time He will not come down to 
earth, but will stop somewhere in 
the upper air. At that time the 
dead in Christ shall rise up to 
meet Him, the living Christians 
will be caught up in the air to- 
gether with them, and all of them 
shall be transformed and made 
like unto Christ. This great com- 
pany, with Jesus leading them, 
will move into Heaven. 

In the other part of His coming 
He will descend to the earth in 
glory. This will be after the tribu- 
lation period. He will come back 
to the world and bring all of His 
people. with Him. His feet shall 
stand upon the Mount of Olives. 
He- will destroy the Antichrist, 
lock up the devil, and reign with 
the saints upon the earth for a 
thousand years. Later He will 
raise the wicked dead and they, 
with the devil, will be cast into 
the lake of fire. The eternal ages 
will then begin. Christ will be in 
Heaven with His own and the 
devil will be in Hell with his own. 
Now let us get this right. The 
Bible does not teach the idea of 


against kingdom; and there shall 
be famines, and pestilenees, and 
earthquakes, in divers places.” 
This picture is certainly true to- 
day, isn’t it? We are no longer 
fighting against Germany and Ja- 
pan, but the world is still filled 
with “wars and rumors of war.” 

The greatest war, the greatest 
famine, the, greatest pestilence, the 
greatest earthquake the world has 
ever known up until that time oc- 
curred between 1912 and 1922. In 
1939 a greater war began, at great- 
er cost, with greater slaughter 
than ever before. These things 
have been with us always, but 
never in the superlative degree 
in which we see them today. Yet 
these are just the “beginnings of | 
sorrows.” 

We see fiext the persecution of 
the Jews. Matthew 24:9 says, 
“Then shall they deliver you up 
to be afflicted, and shall kill you; 
and ye shall be hated of all na- 
tions for my name’s sake.” This is 
a true picture of the Jews in re- 
cent years. Millions of them have 
been killed and driven from their 
homes. Today their lot is worse 
than ever. But these are just sha- 
dows of coming events. The Jew 
is the big sign of the end of the 
age. He is God’s timetable. Jere- 
miah prophesied that before the 
end comes they will return to

3..The lost dead will remain in 
their graves for a thousand years 
longer. In Revelation 20:5 we 
read, “But the rest of the dead 
lived not again until the thousand 
years were finished.” There are 
two resurrections from the dead: 
the resurrection of Christians 
when Jesus comes in the air, and 
the resurrection of the lost which 
shall happen a thousand years 
later. 

4. The lost living ones shall be 
left to face the Great Tribulation. 
It would take hours totell of all 
the horrors of that period which is 
called the Great Tribulation. The 
Bible tells us that if those days 
were not shortened human flesh 
would not be able to stand it. 

Now this covers the disposal of 
these four groups. The dead Chris- 
tians shall rise up to meet Him, 
and the living Christians shall be 
caught up with Him in the air. 
The dead sinners will remain in 
their graves a thousand years, and 
the living sinners will be left to 
face the Great Tribulation.

“This summer work required of 
all divinity students was recog- 
nized during the war by the Selec- 
tive Service Bureau as part of the 
Bob Jones College divinity train- 


ing. No divinity student is per- 


mitted to return to Bob Jones Col- 
lege as a divinity student at the 
end of the summer who ‘does not 
do this required summer-work and 
do it right. , 

“During last summer, each di- 
vinity student averaged the fol- 
lowing record: He visited 167 
homes. He put 1,293 gospel tracts 
personally into the hands of peo- 
ple whom he contacted.

Bible God says the scarlet road 


Every kind of sin in the human 
body has some punishment from 
God. If a man drinks heavily or 
habitually his nose or his neck 
may get red, the capillaries be en- 
larged..He may have cirrhosis of 
the liver. He may have the lining 
of his stomach inflamed. You see, 
there are several punishments that 
come to the man who sins by 
drinking. 

Every kind of sin has some re- 
action on the human body. If a 
man frets and stews, if he has no 
faith but grumbles and complains, 


often loses his temper and falls | 


into rages, he is likely to die of 
apoplexy. A small capillary in the | 
brain may burst one day and the | 
pressure on the brdin may take 


the human body. But no sin in all 
the universe brings such terrible 
punishment in the physical body 
as the sin of illegitimate sex inter- 
course which so often leads to in- 
fection with venereal  disease.. 
That is a terrible disease, but’ it 
shows how God hates this sin. ~In 
fact, it is so bad that all over 


were healed

ataxia. Before long they cannot 
walk; they have to use a wheel 
chair or walk with crutches: or 
maybe they become demented. 
lose their minds. Maybe it is 
paresis. Such results may develop 
after many long years, though 
after they thought they were 
cured. How terrible is this sin, 
and how terrible is God's punish- 
ment on the body by means of 
venereal disease! God hates this 
sin and punishes it. 

5. The Scarlet Sin Leads to Hell. 

The fifth evidence showing how 
God hates the scarlet sin is that 
again and again throughout the

leads to Hell. 


We find a clear discussion in 
Proverbs 5:3-5: “For the lips of 
a strange woman drop as an 
honeycomb, and her mouth is 
smoother than oil: But her end is 
bitter as wormwood, sharp as a 
twoedged sword. Her feet go 
down to death; her steps take hold 
on hell.” The Bible says of the 
fallen woman, “Her steps take 
hold on hell.” Listen, you khaki- 
wacky girls, you girls who pick 
up soldiers and sailors, you girls 
who fall into sin, the Bible says 
your steps take hold on Hell. 

In Proverbs, 7:24-27 the same 
thing is again taught: ‘“‘Hearken 
unto me now therefore, O ye chil- 
dren, and attend to the words of 
my mouth. Let not thine heart 
decline to her ways, go not astray 
in her paths. For she hath cast 
down many wounded: yea, many 
strong men have been slain by her. 
Her house is the way to hell; go- 
ing down to the chambers. of 


death.” What about the fallen 
woman? “Her house is the way 
to hell’! Do you want to know 


how to go to Hell fast? That is 
the way. “Her house is the way 
to hell, going down to the cham- 
bers of death.” That is what the 
Bible says about the fallen woman. 

In Proverbs, chapter 9, the 
Scripture tells about a _ foolish 
woman sitting in the door, calling 
for strangers to come in. In verse 
17 we are told she says to. some 
fellow who lacks understanding, 
“Stolen waters are sweet, and 
bread eaten in secret is pleasant.” 
The following verse says, “But he 
knoweth not that -the dead are 
there; and that her guests are in 
the depths of hell.” What hap- 
pens to the men who visit the 
fallen woman? They go to Hell! 
What about the guests of the house 
of shame? They land in Hell! The 
Bible says, “Her guecs*t~ are in the 
depths of hell.” How strange that 
God should repeat that teaching 
again and again and again. God 
hates this sin. * 


In I Corinthians, chapter 6, God 
says again that those who com- 
mit this sin go to Hell. In I Cor- 
inthians,6:9-10 we read, “Know 
ye not that the unrighteous shall 


— 


not inherit the kingdom of God? 


Be not deceived: neither fornica- 
tors, nor idolaters, yor adulterers, 
nor effeminate, nor abusers of 
themselves with mankind, nor 
thieves, nor covetous, nor drunk- 
ards, nor revilers, nor extortion- 
ers, shall inherit the. kingdom of 
God. [Let us leave out the part 
that is not pertinent to this mes- 
Sage and see what Gotl says.] 
“Know ye nt that the unrighteous 


shall not in: erit the kingdom of 
God? Be not deceived: neither 
fornicators, - « nor adulterers, | 
nor effeminate, nor abusers of 
themselves with mankind 
shall inherit the kingdom of God.” 
That is what the Bible says. I 
warn you that God hates this sin. 
Many, many millions go to Hell | 
because of it. 

I turn again to Ephesians 5:5: 
“For this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor unclean person, nor 
covetous man, who is an idolater. 
hath any inheritance in the king- 
dom of Christ and of God.” “For 
this ye know that no whoremon- 
ger ... hath any inheritance in 
the kingdom of Christ and ~™ of 
God.” Is anybody here a whore- 
monger? Then you do not have 
any inheritance in God’s kingdom. 
You do not have any place in 
Heaven. You are going to Hell. 
That is the plain teaching of the 
Bible. 

Again I turn to Revelation 21:8 
where the Scripture says: “But 
the fearful, and unbelieving, and 
the abominable, and murderers. 
and whoremongers, and sorcerers, 
and idolaters, and all liars, shall | 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death.” Leave 
out the other parts for this mo- 
ment and get this part so you will 
have it clear: “. . . and murder- 
ers, and whoremongers . . . shall 
have their part in the lake which 
burneth with fire and brimstone: 
which is the second death.” What 
will happen to whoremongers? 
They are going to the lake of 
brimstone which is the second 
death. That is what God says 
about your sin. That is what God 
says about the way He hates this 
sin. 

Adultery is the way to Hell, as 
I read in six Scriptures. Another 
one, the seventh, Revelation 22:14 
says: “Blessed are they that... 
have right to the tree of life, and 
may enter in through the gates 
into the city.’”’ But in verse 15 we 
are told, “For without are dogs, 
and sorcerers, and whoremongers, 
and murderers, and idolaters, and 
whosoever loveth and maketh a 
lie.’ The murderers and whore- 
mongers are outside the heavenly 
city; they do not get in, says the 
Word of God. Do you see how 
God hates this sin? How wicked 
it is; how much the Bible says 
about it; how we preachers and 
Bible teachers ought to preach 
against it! How we ought to teach 
young people and warn them of

the curse of God that is upon the 
scarlet sin! 

Now let us review those five 
evidences. How wicked, how hor- 
ribly wicked is this sin! How God 
hates this sin! How God must 
punish this sin! First of all, it is 
in the Ten Commandments. Sec- 
ond, the death penalty is com- 
manded for adultery. Third, it is 
the only Bible reason for divorce. 
Fourth, venereal disease is God’s

The second main point I want 
to talk about is the roads that lead 
There must be 
some reasOngwhy there is so much 


adultery in America. There is 
much of it. That is easy to find 
out. For example, I have govern- 


ment records which show that out 
of the first miltion boys drafted 
in the second World War, 45.000 
were rejected. And 15,000 others 
had gonorrhea! All 60,000 of those 
boys were kept out of the army. 
That is more than the army lost 
at Bataan Peninsula. If that many 
more boys had been there as an 
army well trained and equipped, 
they could have kept the Philip- 
pine Islands for us. That shows 
there is a horrible increase in this 
terrible sin. 

I have here in my hand my book 
What Is Wrong With the Dance, 
in which I quote from a news- 
paper article. At Dallas, Texas, 
the city health department made 
a heart-breaking report. A news- 
paper article at the time reads, 
“*These records are terrible, and 
I will give Dr. Bass every bit of 
assistance I can in trying to pro- 
tect our people,’ Mayor Sergeant 
said Saturday. He plans to calla 
meeting of city officials to discuss 
it within the next week. 

“Dr. Bass allayed fears of the 
people that Dallas is any worse 
than other cities [I was in Dallas 
at the time. This came out in the 
oldest and most reserved paper, 
the Dallas Morning News, one of 
the most conservative papers in 
America] over the country in 
venereal diseases by saying con- 
ditions are just as bad everywhere 
else but the people shun the facts.

Results of the Scarlet Sin 


What are the results of the scar- 
let sin? There is the ruin of mar- 
riage and love. If you are already 
married, oh, the broken heart and 
the ruin that this sin will bring! 
There is bound to be disaster. If 
you are not married, how can you 
expect to have a happy marriage 
after you are defiled and dirty and 
filthy in mind? So, there is the 
ruin of marriage and love. 


Next, the scarlet sin sooner or 
later will lead to public shame. 
Your sin will come out. You can- 
not cheat and be crooked on this 
matter without its getting out 
sooner or later. 

Then there is disease that sure- 
ly, sooner or later will catch up 
with those who go on in the scarlet 
sin. 


Another result of the scarlet sin 
is the curse on innocent wives and 
innocent children, sometimes on 
children yet unborn. All over 
America are wives who grieve and 
say, “My husband wants children, 
and I can’t bear him any.” They 
do not know that the terrible 
plague that has come on them was 
caused by infections that came 
from their husbands because be- 
fore marriage they led wild and 
wicked lives. <All over America 
innocent women, in their heart- 
break, suffer; and doctors do not 
want to tell their husbands why 
major operations are necessary 
and why there are no children. 

And oh the curse that has come 
on little children because mother 
or dad sinned.in this matter. It 
is a terrible, terrible thing!

' terrible fact is that millions go

ble sin and by the burning desire, 
the flaming infatuation with sin 
that it brings. You cannot be 
saved unless in your wicked heart 
you repent of this sin and turn 
from it. It will lead you to Hell 
before you know it. I say, it takes 
people to Hell. Oh, repent before 
it brings ruin, and public disgrace, 
and the breakdown of health, and 
the ruin of your marriage and 
everything sweet.

I was reared in a godly home. |! 
was converted by the time I was 
nine years old. I smoked only tw: 
or three cigarettes in my life, | 
think. One time I tasted a glass 
of beer. It was like dishwater, 
and I have never touched it again. 
I do not know why anybody would 
want it. God was good to me, 
wasn’t He? He protected me. I 
never talked to a fallen woman to 
know it, except as I talked to her 
about her soul. I thank God for 
His mercy. God protected me out- 
wardly. But in this old black, 
wicked, sinful heart of mine, I 
found that I was the same kind 
of a man as everybody else and 
that only the blood of Jesus could 
make me right. 


What I am saying is that we 
are all sinners alike, for the Bible 
says, “There is no difference: For 
all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God.” “There is 
no difference,” that is what the 
Bible says. I am not saying that 
one is guilty and another is not. 
Well, what do I mean? 


You say, “Brother Rice, do you 
want people to reform?” Yes, I 
do. I want people to reform. But 
that is not enough. Suppose you 
say, “I will never go to another 
movie.” Suppose you say, “I will 
never dance again.” Suppose you 
say, “I will not neck and arouse 
my sex passion over every casual 
passer-by. I will wait for true 
love and marriage.” Suppose you 
do all these good things: What 
about your poor, wicked heart that 
has not accepted Jesus? Reform- 
ing is not enough. What men 
need is not just to reform, they 
need to be re-born. What you 
really need is a heart-change. 


Perhaps some girl here tonight 
says, “Brother Rice, thank God, I 
am pure.” I thank God, too, that 
you are pure. I think many, many 
of you are. Perhaps some young 
fellow says in his heart, “Thank 
God, He helped me to walk 
straight. I am glad I haven’t been 
guilty of the scarlet sin.” Some 
here are like that, I have no doubt. 
Even if that is true, what about 
your poor, wicked hearts? What 
God wants fixed is the inside, not 
just the outside. God wants the 
heart made right, for ‘“‘the heart is 
deceitful above all things, and 
desperately wicked.” (Jer. 17:9). 
What is the difference between a 
fellow who kills somebody and a 
fellow who hates? In man’s sight 
there is a difference; in God’s sight 
there is no difference. ‘“‘Whoso- 
ever hateth his brother is a mur- 
derer” (I John 3:15). What is 
the difference between a man who 
outwardly committed adultery and 
somebody else who just in his 
heart wanted. to and lusted after 
women? God says it is the same 
sin in the heart. What is the dif- 
ference? One man stole; he was 
a thief. Some other man did not; 
he just coveted. He would like to 
have stolen if he had thought he 
could have gotten by. There is no 
difference in God’s sight. 


So, what we really need—all of 
us alike—is to come and let Jesus 
forgive our sins and save our 
souls. What I am now talking 
about is being converted, being 
born again, not about the movies, 
the dance, or these other things. 
Don’t you see that being born 
again is what people need? 

How many of you can say, 
“Brother Rice, Thank God I have 
been born again! I know when I 
gave my heart to Jesus. I risked 
Him and trusted Him to save me, 
and he did, thank God!” (Many 
raise hands). That is wonderful. 
I am glad you have.

We are all poor 
sinners, aren’t we? Jesus loves 
sinners, and I want you to know 
that I love you, too.
